Regarding claims 1-10, Adamyan et al teach that both gold and bioresorbable types of thread are implanted together (). Grafton teaches 
that a suturing thread is comprised of multiple strands that are braided together (). By braiding the two thread materials disclosed by 
Adamyan together, one gains strength in the suturing material, and further, the threads can be implanted simultaneously, which makes it 
easier for the surgeon to implant both materials in the same location. Therefore it still would have been obvious to combine the art of 
Adamyan with Grafton. 

In addition, the goldthreads taught by Adamyan are used as sutures. Adamyan discloses "the golden thread... acts like a subcutaneous 
stitch" (col. 2, lines 49-50). 

Regarding claims 11-16, the subcutaneous stitching disclosed by Adamyan is interpreted to mean the same thing as suturing, since the 
terms "Suture" and "stitch" are interchangeable. It would have been obvious to combine Adamyan with Grafton for the same reasons as 
given above regardingclaims 1-10. 
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
